During the week ending the 1st February, 1947 in 
British India and in the Indian States shown inthis statement 
the total number of deaths rooorded in 226 towns having a 
population of 30,000 and over was 9,507, The mid-year esti- 
mated population of theso towns was 26, 745,178 and the 
death rate was 18 • 7 per thousand of the population. Births in 
the same towns numberod 15,324 giving a birth rate of 29 ■ 8 
per thousand of the population. In British India alone tho 
oorresponding birth and death rates were 29 '5 and 18*8 per 
thousand of the population respectively. 

(A) British India : — The following towns in British Indi a 
returned a high death rate of 50 or over per thousand of th e 
population 

Tanjore (66-3), Benares (58*6) and Tiruvannamalai (50*2^ 

The high death rate in Tanjore was mainly due to deaths 
from respiratony diseases. In Benares it was to a large 
extent due to deaths from fevers, respiratory diseases and 
plague. In Tiruvannamalai there were comparatively higher 
number of doatlm from dysentery and diarrhoea and plague. 

In 200 towns in British India, there Were 00 deaths from 
cholera, 63 deaths from smallpox and 61 deaths from plague. Of

Suburban and Comilla 4 each ; Narayauganj 2 ; Bally 
Tollygijig, Budge. Budge, Khulna, Sholapur one each. Of the 
deaths from smallpox Calcutta reoorded 20; Ajmer 0 ; Delhi City 1 
4 ; Hyderabad 3; Sialkot, Agra, Nagpur, Satara and Madras 3 
eaob ; Van ip at, AmbMa, Rawalpindi, Jhang. Maghiana, D. G. 
Khan, Moradabad, Diiupur-Nazamat, South Suburban 
lollygunj, Nabadwip, Nagpur civil Station, Ahmedubad 
Karachi and Beawar one each. Of the deaths from plague,' 
Benares reoorded 33 ; Vellore and Tiruvannamalai 4 each ; 
Muzaffarnagar, Poona, Pandharpur and Coimbatore 3 each ; 
Ambala and Jannpur 2 each ; Jhansi, Gorakhpur, Bijapur 
a nd Kurnool one eaoh. 

(B) Indian States : — Amongst the Indian Statos showji in 
this statement, there was no town which had a high death 
rate of 50 or over per thousand of the population i . In 20 
towns of the Indian States there were 5 deaths from smallpox 
of which Alio poy reoorded 2 ; Triohur, Juoagadh and Jamnagar 
oity one eaoh and 5 deaths from plague of which 4 were 
recorded in Mysore city and one in Bangalore oity. Cholera 
was absent during the week.
